CHAPTER III 


DOMINION FRANCHISE 
OR VOTERS’ QUALIFICATIONS 


(continued from proceeding issue) 

Previous to 1885, the franchise for 
the several provincial legislatures was 
the franchise for the house of com¬ 
mons, but in that year, after a very 
protracted debate, an electoral fran¬ 
chise act was passed by parliament 
for the whole Dominion. 

The franchise was somewhat com¬ 
plicated in its details and very ex¬ 
pensive in its machinery, and was 
abolished in 1898 by the Laurier Li¬ 
beral Government, which again ad¬ 
opted the provincial franchises for 
the purposes of dominion elections, 
with the exception of what is now 
the provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta ana the Yukon. 

Under the present law manhood 
suffrage qualified by residence and 
British citizenship, and subject to 
certain laws as to registration, pra¬ 
ctically exists in all the provinces. 

Quebec, Nova Scotia, and Prince 
Edward Island require a small pro¬ 
perty, or income qualification, hut 
so small, as *r, MCjetlcaUy to exclude, 
no one. Tl?e judges,”?r§turning of¬ 
ficers at eb f'tions and election clerks 
are, how/ver, disfranchised in the 
public interest to keep them free from 
political -partizanship. 

In Ontario, Manitoba, British Co¬ 
lumbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan 
women have been given the right to 
vote on the same terms as men, and 
in the course of a few years this ex¬ 
tension of the francise will no donbt | 
be universal throughout Canada. 

In 1917 the Dominion parliament 
passed ah Election Act which is to 
continue in force during the war, un¬ 
der which women, being British sub¬ 
jects and having the qualifications as 
to age, race, and residence required 
for male voters, who are the wives, 
widows, . mothers, sidters, and 
daughtrs of any person, male or fe¬ 
male, living or dead, who is serv¬ 
ing or has served without Canada in 
any of the military forces, or within 
or without Canada in any of the na¬ 
val forces of Canada or Great Bri¬ 
tain during the war are to have the 
right to vote. 

The female relatives of those who 
have left any of the forces discredit¬ 
ably are excepted from the privilege 
and the privilege does not extend to 
relatives of members of the naval 
forces engaged within Canada who j 
entered the service after the date of 
the act, i.e., 20th September 1917. 

A statute was also passed in 1917 
providing for the taking of the votes 
of Britsh subjects, male or female, 
of the Canadian Expeditionary For¬ 
ces, the Royal Canadian Navy, the 
Canadian Militia on active service, 
the Royal Canadian Volunteer Re¬ 
serve, and of British subjects who, 
while within Canada, entered the 
British Royal Flying Corps, Royal 
Naval Air Service, Auxiliary Motor 
Boat Patrol Service, or, being ord¬ 
inarily resident in Canada, are on ac¬ 
tive service in Europe in the naval or 
military forces of the King or any 
of the King’ allies. 

Siuch an elector is to have a vote 
in the electoral district in which he 
or she last continually resided dur¬ 
ing the last four months of the twelve

Armistice Day 

Is Observed By 
A Church Parade 

Fifty-seven men of the 19th Alberta 
Dragoons attended the church para.de 
at Chauvin, Sunday ‘afternoon, Nov¬ 
ember 13th. Major Strachan, V.C. 
in loommand, with Lt. J. A. Mac¬ 
Kenzie as officer of the day, Sgt-Mjr 
K. W. Coe, N.C.O. In charge and 
Orderly Sgt G. M. Beattie. 

■The squadron fell in at the G. W. 
V. A. hall in drill order, and march¬ 
ed to the Oddfellows Hall, in which 
divine service was held.. The hall 
was filled to capacity, the sets on the 
left being occupied by the Dragoons 
and the remaining space being taxed 
to, atocommodate the public, of whom 
there was a large number present. 

The platform was occupied by 
Capt. K. C. MacLeod, Rev. Huet 
and Rev. Millar. Capt. MacLeod, 
who officiated,had kindly come down 
from Edmonton in response to the 
invitation of the .squadron. He was 
an overseas padre, seeing service in 
France with the 85th battalion.. His 
visit was of special interest because 
he. was, able to renew acquaintances 
with quite a number of the boys. 

In the course of his address,, he 
cpmmended Chauvin on being , suc- 
hesriul in..raising, mure men for the 
19'th, than they had found it possible 
to do Edmonton during the past year. 
Soldering, he said, did not make a 
man keen to take the life of his fel¬ 
low man, it made a man more manly. 
The men who had been through 
the Great War had by their eocperfe 
ences become .more full of sympathy, 
they had learned the worth of honor, 
the had learned the worth of honor, 
and they sought to be true‘and were 
anxious to be of service to their 
country. Speaking of those who laid 
down their lives in the Great War, 
he said, the soldier has no tears for 
himself in his death, he fears not 
death, his tears were only for those 
h© left behind, mothers, sisters, wife 
and children. They sacrificed in our 
interests, and we should prove our¬ 
selves worthy of them by making our 
homes and our country so worthy 
that a man would willing fight for 
them, and that our children may be 
a credit to those who have passed. 

He spokt of the past war as being 
the last to he waged under the old 
conditions. In the past men had 
met and fought face to face. In this 
war unseen messengers of death had 
smitten the soldier down. In the fu¬ 
ture wars scientific devises would 
deal death to thousands,—to combat¬ 
ants and non-combatants alike, to 
the women and children as well as 
the men. He urged his hearers to 
develope the true spirit of service to 
their country, by tackling the pro- 
lems of peace in a disciplined, unsel¬ 
fish and manly manner as soldiers 
for their country’s welfare. 

Rev. Huet at the invitation of Capt 
MacLeod, spoke briejfly, refering to 
his three years experience in the 
French army and expressing his ad¬ 
miration of the gallantry of the allied 
armies in the war and spoke of the 
equally important duties to one’s 
country in times of peace. 

Rev Millar also expressed his ap¬ 
preciation of Capt MacLeods address 
and emphasized the remarks of the 
previous speakers.

Capt. K. C. McLeod 
Gives Startling Figures 
In His Sermon 


2600 Children Now Being Cared Foi* 
By Dept. FOR Neglected Children 
-Home The True Training Centre 


Capt. MacLeod preached at the 
Westminster Church last Sunday 
evening to a congregation that com¬ 
pletely filled the building. Many of 
those present coming in from the 
country. His subject was a plea on 
behalf of our children. Speaking as 
official of the Alberta Dept for care 
of Neglected Children, he said that 
there were at present over 2600 of 
these unfortunate children under the 
care of this department. This includ- 
many blind, deaf and dumb children 
who were being educated by the de¬ 
partment of education. There are 
some 1100 rchildiren of widowed mot¬ 
hers under the care of his depart¬ 
ment. The department endeavoured 
always to keep the children at their 
own homes, or with foster parents, 
rather than placing them in institui- 
tions. Experience having demonstra¬ 
ted thp value of home training., 

The danger period in the life of 
the young to-day was between the 
ages of 12 and 16 years, being great-' 
est. at .-theyaentre of this period-. Tb«t.. 
chief delinquency being theft, wM6h~ 
constituted 95 per cent of the of-> 
fences which they had to deal with., 

Ha instanced the case of two boya 
who came from a. wretched home and 
who were costing the province no 
less than $2300 per year to keep theca 
in ia proper place and give them ft 
training. He emphasized strongly 
the necessity of good homes for the 
children and urged upon his hear¬ 
ers the duty of making good homes 
for their children. The work of the 
high school, the public school, the 
Sunday school were all inmportant, 
but they could not take the place of 
ho.rrte training. 

As the infant, in its instinctive de¬ 
sire to grow, seizes everything and 
endeavours to put it into its mouth; 
so the growing child, through eyes 
and ears, endeavours to coHect in¬ 
formation from all around it; and it 
copied what it saw—not knowing the 
right from wrong. It was the duty 
of parents to explain and teach the 
child the difference between right 
and wrong. It was the duty of par¬ 
ents to love their children—not a 
false sentiment—but a love which 
will not shrink from labor and sacri¬ 
fice, a love that will punish wrong 
and reward right, a love which will 
last through life as a great regenera¬ 
tive and savinf force. We are as good 
as we are because of oure arly train¬ 
ing we received, and we owe it to our 
children that they receive the same 
parental home training. Our child¬ 
ren will reflect what we and our dis¬ 
trict are, therefore the imperative 
duty of home training.

The women sat in the court room 
from the time the court opened until 
the last judicial case was heard 
which wag half past six when the 
Judg'e refused to hear them and gath¬ 
ering up his papers he rushed past 
them out of the room taking the train 
for the West. 

All the women had driven consid¬ 
erable distances to get these certifi¬ 
cates, so.m'e as far as fifty mile® 

They did not receive justice and 
were not even treated with ordinary 
courtesy. 

Is this the way to make good new 
Canadians? 

Is this a scheme of the present gov¬ 
ernment to disenfranchise these for¬ 
eign born women?

Held At Chauvin

A sitting of the the district court 
was made in Chauvin, Thursday, 10 
November in the Oddfellow hall. 

Judge Taylor presided. Lawyers 
MacKenzie, Boyd, May land Field- 
hause were present on behalf of their 
client;®. The hall being filled with 
witnesses and the public. There 
were also a number of ladies waiting 
to obtain certificates to enable them 
to vote at the coming election. Un¬ 
fortunately, for the later, the court 
w!as, too busy to attend to their req 
could not find time to give them the 
nedessary attention, and they did not 
obtain the papers they were seeking. 

The first ease on the docket was 
that of Gifford' vs Staley. This ease 
centered on the non-payment by Sta¬ 
ley of commission to Gifford for the

P. Reinhart.- .After hearing the evi¬ 
dence .Turjge Taylor reserved his judg¬ 
ment. 

,-The:. second case was that of Ernst 
vs Beaclle, of Seattle. Ernst claimed 
$90, being the balance due to him on 
120 acres of plowing at $3.00 per acre 
on some l'and leased from the de¬ 
fendant from July 1920 to Dec. 1921. 
The owner had taken advantage of 
the clause in the lease permitting him 
to sell the land. Ernst had done the 
plowing in accordance with the terms 
of the lease with set the figure at $3 
per acre. The defendant had paid 
only $270 for the plowing and with¬ 
held the balance of $90, claiming cer¬ 
tain damage done by Ernst Judg¬ 
ment for the complainant Ernst and 
Beadle ordered to pay the $90. 

The last raise was that of the Crown ^ 
vs. Buck. Buck was charged with 
wilfully wounding a cow .July 15th. 
The preliminary hearing was given 
at Chauvin shortly after the event.
